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REMARKS 

Claims 10, and 12-25 arc now pending in this application. Claims 10-I5uxe 
rejected. Claims 1-9 are previously cancelled. Claim 11 is presently cancelled. 
New claims 22-25 are added. Claims 10. 12, 16, 18 and 20 arc amended herein. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. §103(a) 

Claims 10-15 are rejected as obvious over the Weber reference in view of 
the Schnee reference under 35.U.S.C. §103(a). The applicant herein respectfully 
traverses this rejection. For a rejection under 35 U S C, 8103(a) to be sustained, 
ihe differences between the features of the combined references and the present 
invention must be obvious to one skilled in the art. 

The Examiner cites the Schnee reference teaching a plurality of indicators 
on a boat However, aside from one monitor 58. the indicator* in the Schnee 
reference aTc merely television receivers 90 which can be switched to a TV channel 
corresponding to the channel output by the RF modulator 76 to display the display 
information presented on Lhe monitor 58. The system can present information 
from a television camera, or a GPS receiver and mapper onto the monitor display. 

Tt is respectfully submitted that the references are insufficient to render 
obvious the present claims 10, 12 and 15 in that the art relied on docs not teach the 
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claimed selectors at each of the indicators. The television receivers 90 have 
channel selectors which can select from TV channels received and the display 
prodviced on the TV channel output by the RP modulator 76. However, these TV 
channel selectors do not select ''signals from the plurality of measuring unirs" as 
presented in claim 10, or claims 14 and 15 reciting the same of the measuring 
devices. Instead, whatever is displayed on ihc monitor is what is converted hy the 
RF modulator 76 and displayed at the television receivers 90, Thus, a user at any 
of the television receivers 90 is not provided with a selector to select from signals 
of multiple measuring uniLs bui is limited to viewing what is selected for viewing 
on the monitor 58 by Lhe switch 44. 

The detailed operation of the Schnee system is such that the monitor 
displays cither "the video camera signal" or u the map video signal," whichever 
one is selected hy the video switch 73, controlled by the selector switch 44 which 
is at the monitor 58 location. Col. 4, lines 54-62, Therefore, if the monitor 58 is 
displaying ""the video camera signal," a user at one of the television monitors 90 
is not provided with a selector to select the display of "the map video signal." 
This selection is effected only by the selector switch 44. The user at the television 
receiver can only change channels on the television receiver which may include a 
channel dedicated to the RF modulator. CoL 5, lines 10-15. This channel selection 
docs not permit selecting from a plurality of measurement unit signals since only 
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the already selected signal converted by the RF modulator is available for the 
onboard sources. 

Thus, it is respectfully submitted that the rejected claims arc not obvious 
in view of the cited references for the reasons stated above. Reconsideration ofthc 
rejections of claims 10-15 and their allowance are respectfully requested. 

ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER OBJECTIONS 

Claims 16-21 are objected to as being dependent from rejected base claims. 
The Examiner indicates that the claims contain allowable subject matter and would 
be allowed if put in independent form incorporating the limitations of the base and 
intervening claims. The claims are amended in accordance with the Examiner's 
suggestion. Reconsideration of the objection and allowance of the claims are 
respectfully requested .
